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School committee rejects two-way bus radios

The key word was “essen- 
tial.’ The Wilmington School 
Committee rejected 3-3 a 
proposal to put two-way radios 
in school buses, saying that the 
past record of safety on the 
buses makes the radios an 
unnecessary expense that the 
school budget simply can not 
afford. But to Committeeman 
Anthony Accardi and the 
Woburn Street School Parents’ 
y Council (PAC), the 
which would cost bet- 
0,000 and $15,000, are 
anything but unnecessary 

PAC members present at 
Wednesday's school committee 
meeting listened as John Brooks 
told them that there was no 
room in the school budget for 
radios, Many PAC members 
were shocked, however, that 
shortly after Brooks, Phil 
Fenton and Linda McMenimen 
rejected the radios, School 
Business Manager Frank An- 
tonelli Jr. told the committee 
that there is approximately 
$140,000 in unexpended funds 
from the school fiscal 1983 
budget that will be returned to 
the town if not spent by June 30 
Last year the school department 
returned about $166,000 to the 
town. This year, however, they 


hope to spend the leftover 
money on books and other 
supplies. 


Earlier that night, the com 
mittee also voted to spend $1,000 
on an outplacement counseling 
seminar for teachers who have 
been forced to leave their jobs 
due to Proposition 2'. This 
seminar could help these people, 
find jobs and Dr. Sager e} 
plained if even one person were 
to find a job through this. ser. 
vice, it could save thousands of 
dolla in unemployment 
payments

Paul H. Sullivan,

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Accardi mentioned the 
unexpended funds when he first 
‘approached the board about the 
radios. He told the committee 
that the $15,000 would not be 
taken from teaching or other 
funds, but rather, he suggested 
theyuse some of the unexpended 
money. Phil Fenton, who op- 
posed the radios, replied, “I feel 
this is an over-reacton to an 
isolated incident.”” 

The incident Fenton spoke of 
was what triggered the PAC into 
researching a proposal for two- 
way radios. It occured in 
December 1982 when a Woburn 
Street school bus broke down 
with a frozen gas line and the 
driver had to leave ap- 
proximately 20 kindergarten 
children alone on the bus while 
she went for assistance. 

When the parents heard about 
this incident, they began to 
prepare a package of in 
formation for the school com: 
mittee, The PAC hoped the 
school committee would use this 
information so that they would 
ensure all future bus contracts 
specify that buses have radios 
They also wanted two-way 
radios installed in the currently 
used buses by September 1983 
According to the report, all town 
departments including the 
cemetery department hav 
vehicles with two-way radios 

The purpose of the radios, 
according to the PAC report, 
would be to establish a means of 
communication between the 
buses and a home base which 
could be located within the 
school system or handled at the 
bus company. This way, if there 
was an accident, the bus driver 
could easily call for help without 
having to leave the students 
unattended. The radios could be 
used to handle disciplinary 
problems also, Accardi ex 
plained. If a student misbehaves 


or smokes on the buses, the 
driver could use the radio to call 
the dispatcher who, in turn, 
would contact the principal of 
the school, who could be waiting 
for the bus before ivarrived al 
the school 

ios could help when 
children are sick and can even 
aid the town if the driver spots a 
fire or accident along his bus 
route. According to the PAC 
report, two homes in Billerica 
“were prevented from burning 
because of chimney fire reports 
made by bus drivers- minutes in 
each case would have made a 
difference.” 

Instead of radios, the school 
department has made posters to 
be put in the windows of the 
buses if a breakdown occurs. 
These signs instruct a passerby 
to notify the police if he sees the 
bus is in need of a: ce 

Many school committee 
members felt the radios were 
not essential for bus safety. The 
PAC reassured them that the 
radios were not “essential,” but 
could prevent an incident like 
the one in December 1982 from 
recurring. And the past good 
record of the Wilmington school 
buses, said Antonelli, “shows we 


have a safe transportation 
system 
Accardi, who continued to 


push for the radios, said, “Does 
@ sensible person decide he 
doesn't want to purchase a 
smoke detector because he’s 
never had a fire in_ his 
house?... There is nothing more 
important than the safety of a 
child. 

PAC member Robert M. 
told the committee that s 
towns including Billerica, 
Reading, North Reading, and 
Andover, all have schoo! buses 
equipped with two-way radios 
She also said that nationally one 
school bus in 13 is in an accident 


each year across the country. 

One woman asked the com. 
mittee how much more it would 
cost for newer, safer buses. 
When Linda McMenimen an: 
swered that it would be about 
$70,000 more per year, the 
woman replied, “And how much 
is your child worth?” 

“We're touching on something 
very human here," Brooks 
interjected, “and I hope no one 
is going to get into a 
whether or not a dollar i: 
more than a child's life 
We .. have to struggle within 
our budget. The buses we have 
are relatively new, We couldn't 
afford to pay half the cost of new 
buses. I have said to teachers in 
collective bargaining, ‘Every 
percent more that you demand 
in salary increases means the 
career of three or four teachers 
because there just isn't enough 
money to go around." 

Brooks and the committee did 
vote to ask the administration to 
review the present bus situation 
and collect information so that 
the committee may reconsider 
the issue in the future. The PAC 
does not isttend to drop the issue, 
though they do hope to work 
together \with the school com. 
mittee on \t. One PAC member 
said she hopes at least to get the 
committee to agree that all 
future bus contracts are only 
with companies that have two- 
way radios on the buses. 

Of course, if the committee 
does reconsider the issue and 
rejects it again, the PAC has 
other options, such as taking out 
a warrant article at town 
meeting and asking the town to 
fund radios, an option they hope 
they don't have to resort to. The 
PAC, according to some 
members, does not want to turn

Accessible meetings 


Wilmington’s selectmen are to be commended for approv: 
ing the move of town offices to the Glen Road School. While 
the present town hall is a quaint New England structure, it is 
no longer practical. The building is too small to house Wilm. 
ington’s governmental operation: 

Until the Glen Road School is occupied, the selectmen will 
meet in the conference room of the Wilmington Memorial 


Library — but only if there is an issue of interest to handicap- 
ped persons 
This raises a number of problems. 


Twice, handicapped persons have requested that the 
selectmen’s meeting be held in the library, only to find that a 
public hearing had been scheduled and advertised as a part 
of the selectmen's meeting in the town hall, Therefore the 
meeting could not be moved. Therefore Larry Curtis, who is 
quadraplegic, could not attend the selectmen's meeting on 
Monday night 

Without a mind reader, the selectmen will have a hard time 
figuring which issues will attract handicapped persons to a 
meeting. There is no restriction saying that a person in a 
wheelchair can only be interested in handicap issues 

Of primary importance is the fact that Federal law re- 
quires accessibility of all facilities and programs supported 
with Federal money. In order for the selectmen to comply 
with this law, the selectmen’s meeting must be accessible. 

The town manager's office simply does not provide ade- 
quate space for a selectmen's meeting. When more than a 
dozen citizens show up for an issue, the meeting has to move 
into the front room of the town hall 

Holding all selectmen's meetings in the library will give 
access to meetings to all citizens those who have been 
crowded out of meetings, as we'l as handicapped persons.

History 
The first All-Star Football 
Classic was organized in 1979, 


the year the Massachusetts 
State High School Football 
Coaches’ Association decided it 
wanted a way to help less for- 
tunate children, while also 
encouraging and_ highlighting

The children in Shrine 
hospitals were chosen as 
beneficiaries of the game, and 
the partnership with’ the 
Shriners of Aleppo Temple in 
Wilmington has continued since 
that first contest.

The 
next game (1981) netted $29,000, 
and last year's game took in 
$32,000 for crippled and burned 
children, 

In all, $87,000 has been raised,

Each year the Shriners North 
team faces the South squad 
Shriners North tooked the 
contest in 1979 and 1982, while 
the South claimed victory in 1980 
and 1981. This year's battle 
should be an especially hard 
fought contest, but no matter 
who scores the most points, the 
players know that this is one 
game that everyone wins

Rh disease, a serious disorder 
of the newborn, was first 
described in the writings of 
Hippocrates thousands of years 
ago 

Yet it was not until 1968 that an 
acceptable preventive ap- 
proved that permits many 
parents with Rh incompatibility 
to have more than one child 
without fear. 

The Rh factor is a protein 
substance on the surface of the 
red blood cells of 85 percent of the 
population. Such people are said 
to be Rh positive.

What students face in the 80's 


Top business schools refocus curricula °

People management, global markets, and computers 

Many of the nation’s top business schools are concentrat 
ing more effort on these three areas. The subjects are seen by 
some deans as undérvalued in academia but extremely im 
portant in the “real world.” . 

“What I am most concerned about _ is people-manage 
ment skills,” says Everett Keech, vice-dean at the Univer 
sity of Pennsylvania's Whar. /————— 
ton School 

This involves more seut-| BUSINESS 
assessment, an idea of what SCENE 
kind of impact you are mak = 
ing on other people — not touchy-feely, but more like time 
‘management, how to run a meeting, how to deal with trouble 
some contemporaries, how to manage yourself 

Dean Keech says this is the kind of feedback he has gotten 
from American companies that recruit or hire business 
school graduates 

Corporate leaders are talking to other deans, too. A task 
force of business leaders told Cornell University this year 
that its business school “should strengthen’ its offerings in 

human resource management. 

And Richard West, outgoing dean at the Amos Tuck 
School of Business Administration at Dartmouth says. “Em 
ployers of our graduates are telling us that MBA students 
don't communicate as effectively as they might Students are 
telling us they think they are weak in this area 

¢ schools, al least, are going about correcting 
the problem ina number of ways. “Some of it will be included 
in core courses: in other cases it will be an elective,” says 
David Thomas, dean of Cornell's Graduate Schoo! of Busi 


Wharton's vite-dean admits he doesn’t quite know how to 
deal with teaching “people management " He has started by 
making a separate, overall course to tackle the issue. and he 
is now looking at all business courses to find ways to “put the 
people aspect into them." Wharton has also divided its in 
coming class into smaller groups. Dean Keech says he hopes 
this will add to students’ dimension of people awareness, 

As business schools try to beef up the human-resources 
aspect of management, they are also trying to improve their 
training in international business, where people skills come 
in handy 

Last year, the new dean at the Columbia Business School 
dismantled the international department and spread the 
courses around to the rest of the departments. “We need to 
emphasize throughout the faculty that we look at each de 
partment from an international perspective.” says John Bur 
ton, the dean Columbia is also “hiring new senior. tenured 
faculty with strong international orientation,” he adds. 

But, like human resources. there are aspects to interna 
Uonal business that are difficult to teach. “International {i 
hance and trade theory can be taught, __ but how strategies 
and cultures differ is not obvious,” says Dean West at 
Dartmouth 

Like Columbia, Tuck is also working hard to hire new f 
ulty with international experience, but international business 
is one area in academia where demand for teachers is far 
greater than supply, Dean West says. “‘I don't see a problem 
with hiring a 28-year-old in accounting. but I'm very reluc 
tant to hire someone who is 27 or 28 and never had a passport 
or known what managing in international environments is 
really like 

Wharton worked out a deal last year with the Johns Hop 
kins School of Advanced International Studies, allowing stu 
dents to exchange between the two schools and get a masters

equipment in place ~ but not the personal computers that 
are proliferating. Dean Burton says Columbia is winding up a 
major personal computer contract with International Bust 
hess Machines.

pulers for business problem solving.’ Dartmouth's Tuck is 
also in the process of buying more computers

But the first modern settlers 
didn’t arrive until A.D. 711 when 
an Islamic force under Tariq ibn 
Ziyad crossed what later became 
known as the Strait of Gibraltar 
and used the area as the laun 
ching point for an invasion 
against the Visigoths who ruled 
the adjacent region of Andalusia 
The Rock became known in 
Arabic as Jabal Tariq, or 
Mountain of Tarig, a name that 
became corrupted as Gibraltar

It can also, as we have seen, be 
shaped, flavored and colored to 
look like a hotdog, but with the 
enormous advantage of being 
higher in protein and lower in 
saturated fats. Hotdogs contain 
about 30 percent, mostly 
saturated fat and between 11 and 
12 percent protein. Fishdogs 
contain less than one-quarter of 
one-percent fat and 18 percent 
protein. They are colored with 
natural beet juice, seasoned with 
regulation hotdog spices, and 
were accepted as ordinary hot 
dogs by students during a campus 
trial of the product 

“The only thing is that they 
have the same sodium content as 
a hotdog, but we are working on 
that, too,'' Buck said
